JAKARTA. Indonesia (UPI) — A mob of more 
titan 1,000 Indonesians today tore down the gates 
and fences of the U.S. consulate in Medan, hurled 
rocks at the two - story building and painted anti- 
American slogans on the walls. 


The demonstration was a protest against the 
new U.S. 
ambassador 
to 
Indonesia. 
Marshall 
Green. 


Medan is on the Indonesian island of North 
Sumatra. In a report to the U.S. Embassy here, 
American Consul Theodore J. Heavner said 30 
armed Indonesian police troopers arrived at his 
request but made no effort to stop the attack. 


The mob covered the building with signs read­ 
ing “Go Home Yankee” and ‘‘Go To Hell Green.” 
Heavner said all of the windows in the building 
were smashed. The cement pillars supporting the 
gates and fence were destroyed. 


The diplomat said he and three other Ameri­ 
can staff members and about a dozen Indonesian 
employes were inside during the attack, but were 
not hurt. 


Green presented his credentials to President 
Sukarno last Monday. Anti-American demonstra­ 
tions were held during and after the ceremony in 
Jakarta.

The plane crashed in a pas­ 
ture area, tearing off the en­ 
gine and breaking the wing gas 
tanks. There was no fire. 
Miss Hurst and Miss Under­ 
wood were found strapped in 
their seats. All four were pro­ 
nounced dead at the scent'.

Allen J. Brumbaugh, super­ 
intendent of the Yardley Water 
Co., said today the company is 
expanding its search in seeking 
out new water sources for its 
customers. 
Although the water levels in 
the company’s underground sup­ 
ply sources are 40 feet lower 
than during the same period 
last year, the water levels seem 
to have stabilized somewhat re­ 
cently, he noted. 
However, to take care of the 
expected 
increase 
in 
water 
usage in the future, and to in­ 
sure an adequate water supply 
during periods of drought, the 
company is seeking to increase 
the available water supply. 
Voluntary 
Brumbaugh noted that despite 
the severe water shortage there 
have been no mandatory re­ 
strictions placed on water usage 
for customers. The only restric­ 
tions are voluntary, he said. 
Brumbaugh praised the co­ 
operation of the company’s cus­ 
tomers in conserving water dur­ 
ing the drought period and said 
without the voluntary conserva­ 
tion efforts of tho customers, 
the shortage would have been 
more critical. 
He said that surface water 
levels had an indirect bearing 
on the Yardley 
Water 
Com­ 
pany’s supply, but noted that all 
its water is taken from under­ 
ground sources. 
Seepage 
“ Because of the natural seep-i 
age of water into the system 
from aboveground sources, it, 
helps keep the levels in then 
wells more close to normal. Any 
rainfall in the Delaware River j 
Basin would help us, natural-; 
ly.’’ he said, 
Yardley takes its water from 
500-feet wells drilled into the 
Stockton Sandstone Rock For­ 
mation, which runs from Prince­ 
ton to Allentown. Brumbaugh j 
said the formation was one of 
the better underground stratum 


for water supply. 
The formation is naturally re­ 
charged from surface 
waters 
flowing or seeping into it. he 
said. Therefore, any rainfall in 
the basin would be of benefit 
to the Yardley company. 
Correlation 
“ We believe there is a natural 
correlation between river and 
underground levels, although it 
would be difficult and expensive 
to prove,” he said. 
Brumbaugh, like every other 
water official in the basin area, 
is concerned with the amount of 
rain the area receives, “A sub­ 
stantial rainfall would be very 
beneficial. We hope for more 
rain in the entire basin area, 
not just in the local area,” he 
said. 
Brumbaugh said the company 
is watching the water situation 
very closely as closely as Phil­ 
adelphia and other municipalities 
which draw their water supply 
from the river. 
Help Ease 


He commented that the re­ 
lease of water into the Dela­ 
ware River from upstate New 
York has helped ease the water 
shortage, particularly in 
th e 
downstream basin areas. 
He 
noted that many up-river com­ 
munities are in a more difficult 
situation 
than 
municipalities 
further down the river. 
Brumbaugh said the company 
is pumping an average of 1.1- 
million gallons of water per day 
to supply its customers.
